| You MUST Organize 


Millicn: of workers are not able to get jobs un- 
der present conditions. Thote who are working 
are working long hours for low wages. Why is 
this so? Because most workers are not organized. 

Mest machine shops are working Jong hours with 
redeced forces. SHop owners are taking advantage 
ef this depression and unemploymient to reduce 
wages, lengthen the working day, and speed-up 
thece who are now working. : 

Many chops are forcing you machinists, tool and 
die makers to work on ‘a contract ba: You are 
working long hours under the contract. »; 
get a few dollars. Many of you are working 60 to 
70 hours a week and get paid only 15 or 20 dolla: 
And you are not sure of holding your job because 
the men who are out of work are: willing to work 
for even less. So long as you are not organized 
into an effective union, these conditions will con- 
tinue to prevail. . 

Every worker wants a job. Unemployment means 
hunger and misery for the men out of work and 
for his family. 

The unemployed who are not organized or ‘class 
censcious are willing to take away the jobs from 
thoce cf you who are working for even less wages 
than you are getting todey. You must organize not 
only to protect you and your fellow workers who 
still have jobs, but also to make jobs for those who 
are out of work. This can be done by organizing 
to get a shorter workday with no reduction in pay. 
Long hours mean low wages and unemployment. 
A thorter workday means more jobs for the unem- 
ployed, ard more security for those on the job. 

You who are on the job and working long hours 
are, whether you want to or not, scabbing on the 
unemployed. 

And the unemployed are waiting for a chance to 
take your place. Why is this so? Because you are 

‘ganized. You are riot organized to protect 
yourself on the job, and you are not organized to 
help the man who is out of work to get a job. If 


you organize to get the four-hour day, this will put 


more workers on the, job. And the more men there 
are working, the surer you are of holding your job. 

Do you think that your hours are too long? Do 
you ‘think that your wages are too low? Do you 
think the conditions in the shop where you are 
working are rotten? Of course, you do. Then are 
you willing to orgatize to gét beiter conditions, to 
get a shorter workday, to get more wages? Of 
course, you ‘ 

Then organize now. Organize right, organize in- 
dustrially. Organize in the Metal and Machinery 
Workers Industrial Union of the I. W. W., the One 
Big Union of all the workers.
